when the FBI ban ged on doors 
in the middle of the n ight to 
question person s about a steel 
price in crease in 19 8 2 which was 
later w ithdrawn un der pressure 
from P residen t Ken n edy . 
He was chastised in the South 
for en forcem en t of civil rights 
but at the sam e time was crit­ 
icized by some n egroes for sup­ 
posedly proceedin g too slowly in 
advan cin g racial equality .

Determin ed to Su cceed 
He was almo st o v ershado wed 
by his o lder bro thers an d sis­ 
ters bu t he co mp en sated fo r 
this, p lu s his p hy sical slight­ 
n ess an d lack o f academic bril­ 
lian ce, by a grim determin atio n 
to su cceed. 
A classmate at Milto n Acad­ 
emy , where he p rep ared fo r 


H arv ard, said “If was mu ch 
to u gher in scho o l fo r him than 
the o thers, so cially , 
in fo o tball, 
with stu dies.” 
Wo rld War IT in terru p ted his 
Harv ard 
stu dies.

o ldest bro ther, Jo sep h, Jr., was 
k illed o n a Nav al fly in g mis­ 
sio n o v er the En glish chan n el 
in 19 44.

In an electio n y ear. Co ngress 
Ikes to cut tax es. This is mo re 
than understandable fro m 
the 
itandpo int o f a man who must 
face the electo rate and give an 
acco unting o f his stewardship. 
That Ho use and Senate even 
gave passing mind to the Presi­ 
dent’s urgent request fo r a 10 
per cent surtax gives an indica­ 
tio n o f the present fiscal crisis 
facing the natio n and, by ex ten­ 
sio n, the wo rld. 


If 
many co ngressmen 
had 
their way , they wo uld be vo ting 
fo r measures to ease the tax 
burden o f the average citizen. 
There are. in fact, many who 
see the so lutio n to America’s 
fiscal pro blems in a drastic re­ 
ductio n o f the federal budget 
acco mpanied by so me kind o f 
tax relief. This, o f co urse, co uld 
be do ne witho ut any damage to 
the pro grams the liberals co n­ 
sider essential if the Federal 
Establishment set itself to the 
gargantuan task o f eliminating 
bureaucratic waste, 
tightening 
up o rganizatio n and do ing away 
with practices bo rdering o n the 
co rrupt which take billio ns o f 
do llars 
o ut 
o f 
the tax pay er’s 
po cket. 


The difficulty in this is that 
the Federal Establishment has 
gro wn so vast 
that o nly the 
mo st hero ic measures o n the 
part o f the White Ho use co uld 
even begin to find o ut where 
the waste and ex travagance is— 
much less do so mething abo ut 
it. The President is busy with 
high po licy questio ns. His cabi­ 
net and the heads o f ex ecutive

And the middle echelo ns 
pro fit to o directly fro m bureau­ 
cratic elephantiasis to take the 
necessary steps. 
Yet if the federal go vernment 
ts no t to be immo bilized by its 
o wn girth, tho se steps must be 
taken 
The o nly 
agency 
em­ 
po wered to lo o k into waste, co r­ 
ruptio n 
and maladministratio n 
Is 
the 
General Acco unting Of­ 
fice But it has never been giv­ 
en 
the means by 
Co ngress, 
who se creature it is. to do the 
watchdo g jo b that is called fo r 
by 
bureaucratic 
misfeasance, 
malfeasance o r no nfeasance. 


It has been suggested that a 
First-rate acco unting firm like 
Price, Waterho use be let lo o se 
in the Pentago n, which gets the 
Lo n s share o f the federal budg­ 
et. Certainly the 
firm, 
which 
did several pio neering jo bs fo r 
the Ho o ver Co mmissio n in the 
fifties, has the kno w-ho w'. But if 
Co ngress 
o r 
the 
ex ecutive 
mo ved to ward 
this 
end, 
the 
tries o f anguish fro m the Fed­ 
eral Establishment wo uld shat­ 


ter the eardrums 
o f 
o fficial 
Washingto n. 
Eventually , 
Co ngress

there is a gro wing demand o n 
Capito l Hill to take up the ques­ 
tio n o f the $600 federal inco me 
tax ex emptio n.

“ Is Rev. Sullivan aro und?” 
The lad shrugs. “ Who ?” 
“ Rev. Sullivan,” the man re­ 
peats . . . “ Rev. Leo n Sullivan.” 
The Negro lo o ks back at the 
church and shakes his head 
“ No ,” he say s, “ I never even 
heard o f the cat.” 
Surprisingly , such respo nse to 
the name Leo n Sullivan is no t 
unco mmo n 
in this city . 
And 
that’s iro nic. Fo r the 45-y ear- 
o ld Sullivan. “ The Lio n o f Zio n” 
as lie’s called, has perhaps do ne 
mo re to emancipate Philadel­ 
phia 
Negro es 
fro m 
eco no mic 
bo ndage than any man since 
Abraham Linco ln. 
And, unfamiliar tho ugh 
his 
name may be, his theo ries and 
activities easily mark him as 
o ne o f to day ’s mo st effective 
civil rights leaders. 
Sullivan is a pro po nent o f self­ 
pro pulsio n. He believes that in­ 
tegratio n 
witho ut 
preparatio n 
leads to zero . He realizes that 
neither law no r enlightenment 
can o pen o ppo rtunities fo r un­ 
qualified peo ple. 
This decided, Sullivan has o r­ 
ganized a unique and po ssibly 
the mo st successful jo b-training 
pro gram in America. Using sev­ 
en buildings in the black belt 
o f Philadelphia, he has estab­ 
lished the Oppo runities Indus­ 
trializatio n Center (OIC) to re­ 
habilitate the chro nically unem­ 
plo y ed. 
The idea o bvio usly is no t new. 
Varieties o f self-help pro grams 
have been spring up and peter­ 
ing o ut in the natio n since co t­ 
to n was king. 
But Sullivan’s no tio n has a 
basic difference. His plan teach­ 
es “ readin’, ’ritin’ . . . and self- 
respect.” 
Thus 
race 
histo ry , 
mental health, perso nal hy giene 
and co mmunicative skills are 
part o f his curriculum. 
“ Dress neatly at jo b inter­ 
views,” a teacher say s. 
“ Wear a tie?” a student asks. 
“ If y o u have o ne.” 
“ Ho wr abo ut a turtle neck?” 
“ Only if y o u’re a turtle.” 
Laughter. 
But the po int is 
made. An emplo y er may no t 
give a fig abo ut o ne’s co lo r, but 
he cares mightily abo ut o ne’s 
attitude and appearance. 
The acco mplishments o f the 
lo cal OIC have been staggering. 
To date, o ver 5,000 peo ple have 
been 
trained 
and 
emplo y ed, 
o ver $10 millio n has been added 
to Negro po cketbo o ks, o ver $2 
millio n 
in 
state welfare 
has 
been salvaged. 
“ And in 1968 ,’* say s an OlCer, 
“ we’ll put 1,8 00 mo re to wo rk.” 
All o f this has no t go ne un­ 
no ticed in the natio n. Six ty -five 
o ther cities have already ado pt­ 
ed the OIC fo rmat. Seattle is 
presently 
training 
Eskimo s 
fro m Alaska, Ro ano ke is wo rk­ 
ing with whites fro m Appala­ 
chia. 
So po pular is the pro gram, in 
fact, that its instigato r, the Li 
o n o f Zio n, is o n the brink o f 
lo sing his relative ano ny mity . 
If the average man still do es 
no t reco gnize his name o r no to ­ 
riety , then at least the impo r 
tant element o f U.S. o fficialdo m 
do es. 
Sullivan's mail gro ws daily 
So do es his appo intment sched­ 
ule. 
Po litico s 
co urt 
him 
“ Name” 
antipo verty 
warrio rs 
regularly seek his o pinio n. 
In 
so me 
circles, 
he’s 
de 
scribed as the mo st dy namic 
Negro 
o n 
the 
co ntempo rary 
scene. His backers picture him 
as o ne o f the to p two o r three 
black men aro und who have the 
perso nality to centralize the civ 
il rights mo vement. 
Lately , he’s being pushed by 
so me as a successo r to Martin 
Luther King. 
Fo r his part, ho wever, Sulli 
van say s he refuses to engage 
in any ho rse race fo r Negro 
eminence. “ I’m no t a replace 
ment fo r any bo dy ,” he argues. 
“ I’m an individualist. I’m go ing 
to walk my o w n ro ad in life.” 
That ro ad, as the husky min­ 
ister sees it, do es no t lead to 
the vacant thro ne o f Martin Lu­ 
ther King o r any bo dy else. It 
leads, he say s, to black pro g- 


to 
ress, and it has no deto urs 
perso nal ambitio n. 
“ A natio nal leader is to o o ften 
like the center stake in a te­ 
pee,” he ex plains. “Other peo ­ 
ple lean against the stake fo r 
suppo rt. So w hat happens when 
the stake is remo ved? Every ­ 
bo dy 
falls 
and 
all 
pro gress 
halts. 
“ I try to wo rk my pro jects so 
that their o rganizatio n gro ws 
like a silo . So every bo dy stands 
tall, o n his o wn feet, reliant o n

Sullivan 
stands quite tall o n his o wn feet. 
He’s 6-fo o t-5. He can be gruff. 
He's militant and he can be 
vio lent. 
Once, a ro wdy to ssed a sto ne j 
thro ugh a windo w o f Sullivan’s j 
ho me. He grabbed a stick and j 
to re after the vandal. By his 
o wn admissio n, had he fo und 
the 
intruder,

Three y ears ago , Sullivan co n­ 
templated jumping o ff Philadel­ 
phia City Hall to pro test city 


j jo b 
discriminatio n. 
“I 
might 
! have been killed,” he say s, “ but 
1 the impo rtant thing is it wo uld 
have fo cused attentio n o n the 
pro blem.” 
This philo so phy , this “ do -it- 
y o urself” mo tivatio n, character- 
izes all o f Sullivan’s actio ns. He 
lets no o ne lean o n him and he 
« eans o n no o ne. 
He tells the 500 members o f 
his church to pray fo r riches in 
heaven, but wo rk to get them 
here o n earth. He tells the tho u­ 
sands in his OIC classes that 
they must no t ex pect any em ­ 
plo y er 
to 
“ give” 
them 
any ­ 
thing. 
He preaches pride, pro ductio n 
and self-ignitio n. 
“I ’m no t interested-in leading 
Negro es,” he insists, “I’m inter­ 
ested in Negro es leading them­ 
selves When we start a pro ject, 
I never tell 
any bo dy this 
is 
what ‘SHOULD’be do ne . . . I 
tell them this is what ‘CAN’ be 
do ne.” 
He say s he believes Negro es 
must make it o n their o wn.

Feud With 
So v iets Fa des

NEW YORK (NEA) - Fidel 
Castro , o nce the ido l o f the New- 
Left, is no lo nger a revo lutio n­ 
ary hero even to students in La­ 
tin America. 
In Paris. West Berlin. Ro me 
and Newr Yo rk, rio ting students 
urged 
revo lutio nary 
actio n in 
the name o f Tro tsky , Mao Tse- 
tung and even Ho Chi Minh. 
So me remembered Che Gueva­ 
ra and lo ng-fo rgo tten anarchists 
and terro rists like Bakunin and 
Nechay ev. 


In Co mmunist Czecho slo vakia 
and Po land, o n the o ther hand 
students and intellectuals fight­ 
ing fo r freedo m 
cheered the 
American flag. 
So viet writers, 
o n trial fo r their liberal views, 
based their right to dissent o n 
decisio ns o f the U.S. Supreme 
Co urt. 


But no o ne. East o r West, re­ 
membered that Fidel Castro al­ 
so co nsiders himself a revo lu­ 
tio nary “pro phet.” Even in La­ 
tin 
America, 
Cuba's 
bearded 
Lider Max imo has beco me the 
fo rgo tten man o f the wo rld rev­ 
o lutio n. 
To remind the wo rld that he 
still is in the revo lutio nary busi­ 
ness, Castro recently issued a 
renewal call fo r guerrilla strug­ 
gles in Latin America under the 
slo gan, 
“ Arms, 
mo ney 
and 
teams o f guerrillas to liberate 
Latin America.” 
But his call was igno red, pri­ 
marily because Russia, fo r the 
mo ment at least, is mo re inter­ 
ested in pro fitable 
trade with 
the Latin-American 
capitalists 
than in wo rld revo lutio n. 
As a result, the co nflict be­ 
tween pro -So viet and pro -Cuban 
Co mmunists 
in 
the 
Western 
Hemisphere has beco me mo re 
intense. 
The mo st striking ex amples o f 
this are in Venezuela and Gua­ 
temala, where a handful o f pro - 
Castro guerrillas have recently 
been ex pelled fro m the o fficial 
pro -Russian Co mmunist parties. 
Similar co nflicts are no w raging 
in Brazil, Nicaragua, Chile, the 
Do minican Republic and o ther 
Latin-American co untries. 
There is no do ubt that Cas­ 
tro ’s eclipse is due to his quar­ 
rel with Mo sco w. The ex istence 
o f his dictato rship depends o n 
Russia’s eco no mic aid. But he 
believed that he co uld defy the 
Kremlin 
l e a d e r s , undermine 
their influence in Latin Amer­ 
ica and still get their help.
